Chicago, Sept. 13.— Plans of mem­ 
bers of the state live stock commis­ 
sion to kill the prize herd of sixty- 
one Guernseys owned by Mrs. Scott 
Durand, society dnir.v woman of Lake 
Bluff, were foiled by a midnight in­ 
junction issued by Master in Chan­ 
cery Heydecker of Waukegan. 
When B. J. Shanley, president of 
the live stock commission, arrived at 
.Mrs. Durands home, Crabtree farm, 
with fifteen men to do the work of 
slaughtering, ho found deputy »her 
iffs waiting to serve him with an in­ 
junction forbidding the slaughter. 
The injunction issued is only tem­ 
porary, ainl when the regular term of 
court opens an attempt will lie made 
to have the* injunction made perma­ 
nent. 
Mrs. Durand is acting on the ad­ 
vice of I)r. lleury li. Kav111, who has 
advised the owners of pure bred cut­ 
tle thut a ninety day quarantine not 
only saves the animals, but iH more 
effective to stop the- spread of the 
disease than to slaughter and fumi­ 
gate. 
“Dr. 
Kav ill says t hat a three or 
four months’ quarantine wilt be ef 
fectivp to check the spread of the 
discus** from my place,” Mrs. Durand 
suid, “ and that the cattle will bo all 
right at the end of that time."
